244,  1 Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place,  San  Francisco,  California  94102,  a statement  of  objections 
to  the  Redevelopment  Plan.  At  the  day,  hour  and  place  of  the  hearing,  any  and  all  persons  having 
any  objections  to  the  proposed  Redevelopment  Plan  may  appear  before  the  Board  and  show 
cause  why  the  Redevelopment  Plan  should  not  be  approved. 

The  Redevelopment  Plan  proposes  to  create  a new  project  area  south  of  downtown  that  includes 
the  Transbay  Terminal  and  a number  of  publicly-owned  parcels  that  were  formerly  occupied  by  a 
portion  of  the  Embarcadero  Freeway  (the  “Project  Area”).  The  proposed  Project  Area  is 
approximately  40  acres  in  size  and  roughly  bounded  by  Mission  Street  to  the  north.  Main  Street 
on  the  east,  Folsom  Street  on  the  south,  and  Second  Street  on  the  west.  The  Redevelopment  Plan 
would  allow  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “Agency”) 
to:  1)  redevelop  over  12  acres  of  vacant  and  underutilized  property  as  high-density,  transit- 
oriented  residential  and  commercial  projects;  2)  construct  approximately  3,400  housing  units  of 
which  approximately  1,200  units  would  be  affordable  to  very  low-  to  moderate-  income 
households;  3)  enforce  Development  Controls  and  Design  Guidelines  to  ensure  that  new 
developments  provide  a high-quality,  livable  community;  4)  create  streetscape  and  public  open 
space  improvements  throughout  the  Project  Area;  and  5)  provide  funding  toward  the  construction 
of  a new  Transbay  Terminal  (the  "Transbay  Terminal  Project")  and  a downtown  extension  of  the 
Caltfain  commuter  rail  line  (the  “Caltrain  Downtown  Extension”).  In  order  to  eliminate  the 
conditions  requiring  redevelopment,  the  proposed  Redevelopment  Plan  authorizes  the  Agency  to 
purchase  real  property  located  in  the  Project  Area  by  any  means  authorized  by  law,  including 
eminent  domain.  A map  and  copy  of  the  legal  description  of  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed 
Project  Area  are  attached  to  this  notice. 

Pursuant  to  Sections  33445  and  33679  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code,  and  as  further 
detailed  in  the  Report  on  the  Redevelopment  Plan:  (1)  the  estimated  Agency  obligation  for  the 
tax  increment  revenue  dedicated  to  the  Transbay  Terminal  Project  is  $178.2  million  (in  constant 
FY  2004/05  dollars);  (2)  the  Transbay  Terminal  Project  is  of  benefit  to  the  Project  Area;  (3)  no 
other  reasonable  means  of  financing  the  construction  of  the  Transbay  Terminal  Project  is 


available  to  the  coiniminity;  ;uul  (4)  the  use  of  Agency  funds  to  construct  llie  Tnmsbay  Terminal 
Project  will  ;issist  in  the  elimination  of  blighting  conditions  in  the  Project  Area,  specifically,  the 
elimination  of  a dilapidated  and  obsolete  tcmiinal  building  which  will  be  replaced  by  tlie 
I ransbay  fenninal  Pn.>ject.  The  Tnmsbay  Tcmiinal  Project  will  help  to  revitalize  the  Project 
Area  ;uul  stimulate  private  investment.  The  Tnmsbay  rerminal  Project  is  a public  benefit  and  a 
central  p;u1  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan. 

PursiKuit  to  California  Govemment  Code  Section  65009,  members  of  the  public  are  advised  that 
if  they  challenge  the  adoption  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  or  any  related  actions  in  court,  you  may 
be  limited  to  raising  only  those  issues  you  or  someone  else  raised  at  the  public  hearing  described 
in  this  notice  or  in  written  correspondence  delivered  to  the  Board  at,  or  prior  to,  the  public 
hearing. 


A Joint  Environmental  Impact  Statement/Environmental  Impact  Report  (“EIS/EIR”)  for  the 
Tnmsbay  Tcmiinal.  Caltrain  Downtown  Extension,  and  Redevelopment  Plan  have  been  prepared 
and  circulated  for  review.  The  Final  EIS/EIR  was  completed  in  November  2003  by  the  three  co- 
Icad  agencies:  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “City”),  the  Peninsula  Corridor  Joint 
Powers  Board  (the  “JPB”),  and  the  Agency,  and  then  transmitted  to  the  Federal  Transportation 
Agency  for  approval.  The  purpose  of  the  Final  EIS/EIR  is  to  analyze  the  combined  environmental 
impacts  of  three  distinct  but  interdependent  projects:  the  new  Transbay  Terminal,  the  Caltrain 
Extension,  and  the  Redevelopment  Plan.  The  Agency  Commission  certified  the  Final  EIS/EIR  on 
April  20.  2004,  and  the  City’s  Planning  Commission  and  the  JPB  certified  the  Final  EIS/EER  on 
April  22,  2004. 

The  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  has  also  prepared  a Report  on  the  Redevelopment 
Plan  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  33352 
containing  other  information  pertinent  to  consideration  of  the  proposed  Redevelopment  Plan. 
Following  the  close  of  the  public  hearing,  the  Board  will  consider  approval  of  the  proposed 
Redevelopment  Plan.

Rule  5.40  provides  that  when  an  ordinance  or  resolution  is  introduced  which  would  create  or  revise  major  city 
policy,  the  committee  to  which  the  legislation  is  assigned  shall  not  consider  the  legislation  until  at  least  thirty  days  after  the 
date  of  introduction.  The  provisions  of  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  the  routine  operations  of  the  departments  of  the  City  or 
when  a legal  time  limit  controls  the  hearing  timing.  In  general  the  rule  shall  not  apply  to  hearings  to  consider  subject  matter 
when  no  legislation  has  been  presented,  nor  shall  the  rule  apply  to  resolutions  which  simply  urge  action  to  be  taken.
